DEARLY beloved, know this, that Albighty 
God is the Lord of life and death, and 
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of all things to them pertaining, as youth, 
strength, health, age, weakness, and sickness. 
Wherefore, whatsoever your sickness is, know 
you certainly, that it is God's visitation. And 
for what cause soever this sickness is sent 
unto you ; whether it be to try your patience 
for the example of others, and that your faith 
may be found in the day of the Lord laudable, 
glorious, and honourable, to the increase of 
glory and endless felicity ; or else it be sent 
unto you to correct and amend in you what- 
soever doth oflfend the eyes of your heavenly 
Father ; know you certainly, that if you truly 
repent you of your sins, and bear your sick- 
ness patiently, trusting in God's mercy, for 
His dear Son Jesus Christ'^ sake, and render 
unto Him humble thanks for His fatherly 
visitation, submitting yourself wholly unto His 
will, it shall turn to your profit, and help you 
forward in the right way that leadeth unto 
everlasting life. 

% If the person visited he very sick, then the Curate 
' may end his exhortation in this place, or else prO" 
ceed, 

AKE, therefore, in good part the chastise- 
ment of the Lord: For (as Saint Paul 
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saith in the twelfth Chapter to the Hebrews) 
whom the Lord loveth He chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom He receiveth. If 
ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with sons; for what son is he whom the 
father chasteneth not ? But if ye be without 
chastisement, whereof all are partakers, then 
are ye bastards, and not sons. Furthermore, 
we have had fathers of our flesh, which cor- 
rected us, and we gave them reverence : shall 
we not much rather be in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live? For they verily 
for a few days chastened us after their own 
pleasure; but He for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of His holiness. These 
words, good brother, are written in holy Scrip- 
ture for our comfort and instruction ; that we 
should patiently, and with thanksgiving, bear 
our heavenly Father's correction, whensoever 
by any manner of adversity it shall please His 
gracious goodness to visit us. And there 
should be no greater comfort to Christian per- 
sons, than to be made like unto Christ, by 
suffering patiently adversities, troubles, and 
sicknesses. For He Himself went not up to 
joy, but first He suffered pain ; He entered 
not into His glory before He was crucified. 
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So truly our way to eternal joy is to sujffer 
here with Chfist ; aud our door to enter into 
eternal life is gladly to die with Christ ; that 
we may rise again from death, asid dwell with 
Him in everlasting life. Now ther^efore, tak- 
ing your sickness, which is thus profitable for 
you, patiently, I exhort you, in the lifame of 
God, to remember the profession which yoa 
made uoto God in your Baptism. And for^ 
asmuch as after this life there is an account to 
be given unto the righteous Judge, by whom 
all must be judged, without respect of per- 
sons, I require you to examine yourself and 
your estate, both toward God and man; so 
that, accusing and DDndemning yourself for 
your own faults, you may find mercy at our 
heavenly father's hind for Christ's sake, and 
not be accused and condemned in that fearful 
judgment. Therefore I shall rehearse to you 
the Articles of our Faith, that you may know 
whether you do believe as a Christian man 
should, or no.

Jl^ith, saying thwSy 

DOST thou believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of heaven and earth ?

His authority committed to me, I absolve 
thee from all thy sins. In the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.

God takes away earthly comforts, to wean 
our affections from this world, and to teach us 
that this i& ilot our home. 

God sends us pain to humble us, and to 
convince us of sin, the bitter root of all suf^ 
fiering. 

If you are not the better for sickness, you 
will be the worse ; if you do not draw nearer 
to Christ, you will fall away further from Him4 

Resign at once your own will to that of 
your Heavenly Father, to live or die, as it shall 
please Him. 

Set your house in order, that earthly cares 
may not draw off your attention from the care 
of your soul. 

Sickness has its own proper duties ; gird up 
your loins for the work. 

It is a school of gentleness, patience, cheer- 
fulness, freedom from murmuring, unselfish- 
ness, thankfulness for kindnesses, whether 
small or great. 
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Our whole life is a preparation for eternity, 
and sickness warns you not to delay, for the 
night Cometh, when no man can work. 

It calls on you to examine yourself, whether 
you are sound in the faith; and to perfect 
your repentance, your hope, your love to God 
and man. 

If you have hitherto neglected it, now at 
length prepare yourself to fulfil the dying 
command of Jesus. 

If you have been a constant communicant, 
you will thankfully seek in this hour of weak- 
ness to have your soul strengthened and re- 
freshed by the Body and Blood of Christ. 

Think how short a time may remain to you 
to perfect holiness in the fear of God; yet 
without holiness no man shall see the Lord.

Do you then with your heart believe, and 
with your mouth confess, all the Articles of 
the Christian faith, once for all delivered to 
the saints P 

Are you heartily thankful that, by the mercy 
of God, you were born in this faith, and do 
you purpose to live and die in it ? 

Is there any doubt or scruple in your mind 
concerning any Article of the faith, which you 
would wish to have cleared up ? 

Do you stedfastly believe all that God has 
been pleased to reveal concerning Himself in 
Holy Scripture ?

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SECTION VI.

How can you best 
employ it for His glory, and the benefit of 
your own soul ? 

One way is by the practice of religious me» 
ditation, wbich will profitably fill up some of 
the intervals of ease which God bestows on 
you in your sickness. 

Meditation is an earnest application of the 
mind to some divine subject, by which it may 
take the deeper root in our hearts, and bear 
good fruit in our lives, by the blessing of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The object of meditation is that we may 
learn more of God, and. of the depth and ful- 
ness of His Holy Word ; to raise our affec- 
tions from earth to heaven; to quicken our 
love and desire of that which is good, and our 
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abhorrence of evil ; to increase our shame and 
sorrow for our own sins; and to make us 
strive to grow in all the graces of the Holy 
Spirit. 

You may meditate upon each Divine Person 
in the Holy Trinity; the several articles of 
the Creed ; the petitions of the Lord's Prayer; 
the beatitudes • the life and character of any 
of God's saints. 

But, above all things, you should meditate 
day by day, during your sickness, upon the 
holy life, the infinite love, the wonderful hu- 
mility and patience of Jesus. 

Turn your eyes from your own sufferings to 
the bitter passion and cruel death of Him 
who suffered on the cross for you. 

You can only read, perhaps, a little at a 
time, but this, with meditation and prayer, 
will be more profitable to you than to read 
whole hours without reflecting on it. 

While any one is reading, his thoughts 
may be far away from the subject; but by 
meditation we digest what we read, and turn 
it into the true nourishment of our souls. 

Be not discouraged if you find it difficult to 
fix your mind at first. God knows your weak- 
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ness; do your best, and He will bless your 
endeavours. 

Take that part of the day for your medi- 
tation in which your mind is most clear, and 
you are the most likely to be free from dis- 
tractions. 

When you have chosen your subject, begin 
by calling to mind that you are in the pre- 
sence of God, and lift up your heart to Him 
in prayer, that He will enlighten your under- 
standing, and direct your meditation to His 
own glory, and your eternal good. 

Then propose to yourself the particular 
point on which you wish to meditate ; as, e. g. 
the Incarnation, the Resurrection, the descent • 
of the Holy Ghost, &c. 

When reading any passage of Holy Scrip- 
ture on the subject of your meditation, do it 
with all possible care and seriousness ; pausing 
at the end of each sentence, that the meaning 
may sink deeper into your heart. 

Then think over the whole carefully, and 
try to see what God would have you learn 
from it as to your own duty. 

Make an earnest resolution, choosing the 
good, and rejecting the evil, and conclude 
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with an hearty prayer to your heavenly Father 
to keep you ever in this mind.

ACUTE SUFFERING. 



Pain is hard to bear, yet it is your hea- 
venly Father who sends it ; and " He doth 
not afflict willingly, nor grieve the children 
of men." 

No physician could be so careful for the 
health of our bodies, as God is for the health 
of our souls. 

Pain is an evil; it is part of the curse 
inflicted on man for sin.; but Jesus Christ 
has redeemed us from the curse, and by taking 
upon Him our pains. He has turned them 
into blessings to those who, for His sake, 
cheerfully drink of the bitter cup of which 
He drank for them. 

Jesus was " a Man of sorrows ;" He suf- 
fered agonizing pains for you, and if you take 
up His cross, which God now offers you, and 
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suffer with Him, you will also reign with 
Him. 

But the crown of thorns must be worn 
before the crown of glory. 

The great Captain of our salvation learned 
obedience by sufferings ; how then should we 
learn to obey without them ? 

And we indeed suffer justly, for we receive 
the due reward of our deeds, but He had 
done nothing amiss. 

The mere endurance of pain will do us no 
good ; it will only make us fretful and cross, 
discontented and selfish, unless we take it 
humbly as God's correction, praying Him that 
it may tend to the increase in us of faith, 
hope, love, and true repentance. 

Seek for the grace of patience , and then, 
though heaviness may endure for a night, joy 
will come in the morning ; nor will God, even 
now, suffer you to be tempted, i. e. tried, 
above that which you are able to bear. 

If you reach heaven at last, will you not 
then look back upon your present trials as 
" a light affliction, which was but for a mo- 
ment ?" St. Paul could feel this even in the 
midst of his sufferings. 
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We cannot like pain ; it is not joyous, but 
grievous. Still we can welcome it as a mes- 
senger from God, sent to teach us to know 
Christ, and the fellowship of His sufferings, 
that we may be conformed to His death, if by 
any means we may attain to the resurrection 
of the dead. 

The sharpest pains in this life will soon 
end ; and God, in pity to our weakness, grants 
us intervals of ease and comfort: but the 
miseries and tortures of the next world have 
no end, no refreshment, no intermission. 

"May the God of all grace, who hath 
called you unto His eternal glory by Christ 
Jesus, after that ye have suffered a while, 
make you perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 
you. To Him be glory and dominion for 
ever and ever." Amen.

Are you not very sorry that by these, or by 
any other naughty ways, (as by telling false- 
hoods, &c.,) you have grieved Jesus Christ, 
who loves you so dearly ? 

Will you then pray to Him, and to your 
Father, which is in heaven, to forgive you all 
your faults, and to help you by His Holy Spirit 
to be good and holy for the time to come ? 

When good children die, the holy angels 
take their happy souls to Paradise, where they 
will see God, and Jesus their Saviour, and the 
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blessed Saints, and the spirits of all cither good 
children, who have been cleansed from their 
sins by the blood of Jesus. 

But those who live a long time upon earth 
are sure to meet with many sorrows, and what 
is worse, may fall into wicked ways, and make 
God angry with them.

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SECTION XIII. 

PROLONGED ILLNESS. 

Since God has thought fit, in love to 
your soul, to visit you with lingering sick- 
ness, will you try how you may reap most 
profit by it ? 

Do you make Holy Scripture your com- 
panion, that it may be to you, as it was to 
David, a comfort in affliction ? 

When your sickness permits it, you will do 
well to read the Psalms in order, as they are 
appointed for each morning and evening. 

There you will find divinely inspired forms 
of prayer, praise, thanksgiving, confession, and 
adoration, fit for every occasion, and every 
frame of mind. 

Even our Blessed Lord used the words of 
the Psalms in prayer, and that in His greatest 
need, saying, "My God, My God, why hast 
Thou forsaken Me ?" and, " Father, into Thy 
hands I commend My Spirit." 

Remark, in using the Psalms, how all David's 
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troubles and sorrows led him at once to re- 
member and confess his sins. 

Observe, too, that the Psalms, when rightly 
understood, are full from end to end of Jesus 
Christ. 

Another part of God's Word, to which you 
should especially devote yourself, is the Gospel 
narrative of the life and death of our adorable 
Redeemer. 

Dwell in love and faith upon His divine 
words and gracious deeds. 

But before you read, and while you are 
reading, lift up your heart in prayer to the 
Holy Spirit, that He would bless His own 
words to your soul. 

Should wearisome nights be appointed you, 
and sleep depart from your eyes, say to your- 
self a Psalm, — as the 23rd, 91st, or 130th ; 
which you should therefore learn by heart. 

Or if you are too weak to go through a 
whole Psalm, try to repeat some verse of a 
hymn, or say "Lord, help me;" " Son of 
David, have mercy upon me," or the like. 

Seek to have the prayers of the Church 
offered up for you. Prayer was made without 
peasing of the Church unto God for St. Peter ; 
and it was heard. 
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Be careful, if possible, to say your own 
prayers morning and evening regularly ; and 
try to be in the spirit of prayer all the day 
long. 

But do not vex yourself, if, from weakness, 
you sometimes cannot keep your thoughts 
fixed ; for the Lord is very gracious, and will 
not despise your imperfect petitions. 

The Holy Spirit also will help your infirmi- 
ties ; and Jesus will make intercession for 
you at the right hand of God, for He can feel 
for you, seeing " He was in all points tempted 
like as we are.*' 

When any little trial inclines you to be im- 
patient, or fretful, or restless, turn at once to 
the Lord in prayer, and He will give you 
strength according to your need. 

Remember the blessing pronounced on those 
servants whom their Lord, when he cometh, 
shall find watching. 

Be grateful for the kindness of those who 
minister to you, and try not to be unreason- 
able or impatient. 

Strive to be cheerful, letting your mind 
dwell as much as you can on the many great 
and undeserved mercies of God towards you. 
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and as little as possible on your pains and 
troubles. 

Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for 
Him: cast all your care upon Him, for he 
careth for you. 

Prayers. 

" T ET us lay aside every weight, and the

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SECTION XIV. 

PBEPARATION FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 

Did you neglect, or but seldom receive, the 
Holy Communion in the days of your health 
and strength ? 

If so, why did you thus disobey the plain 
command of your Saviour, " Do this in remem- 
brance of Me ;" and how will you answer for 
it at the great day ? 

Or did you indeed come, but unworthily ; 
i.e., without repentance, without intending to 
lead a new life, without faith, without a thank- 
ful heart, without charity ? 

Or did you come after trying to make 
due preparation, in all humility, in sorrow 
for your sins, in faith, in hope, in love to God 
and man ? 

In any case prepare yourself to receive the 
Holy Communion now. 

If you have hitherto neglected it, God still 
calls you, and graciously offers you, it may be, 
a last opportunity of obeying Him. 
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*If you have approached unworthily, repent 
and amend your fault. 

If you have striven to be a worthy partaker, 
give God the praise, and draw near again in 
filial confidence, with a joyful and glad heart, 
to this heavenly feast. 

This is the appointed memorial of His great 
sacrifice on the cross for our sins, and as often 
as we partake of it, we " do shew forth the 
Lord's death till He come." 

The outward part of this holy Sacrament 
is bread and wine, which the Lord blessed 
and gave to His disciples, saying " Take, eat ; 
this is My Body \' and, " Drink ye all of it, 
for this is My Blood.'' 

The inward and spiritual grace, therefore, 
of the Lord's Supper is the Body and Blood of 
Christ. 

And these are "verily and indeed taken 
and received by the faithful in the Lord's 
Supper," as St. Paul says, — "The cup of bless- 
ing which we bless, is it not the communion of 
the Blood of Christ? The bread which we 
break, is it not the communion of the Body of 
Christ ?" 

Thus does He give Himself to be our spiri- 
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tual food and sustenance in that Holy Sacra- 
ment. 

And thus are our souls strengthened and 
refreshed by the indwelling of Jesus ; for He 
says, " He that eateth My flesh and drinketh 
My blood, dwelleth in Me, and I in him." 

Herein we receive the pardon of our sins, 
and all other benefits of His precious death, 
to the great comfort of our souls. 

As we are once born into the world, and 
after that our bodies are nourished up unto 
perfection by proper food ; so are we once 
born again of water and of the Spirit, in the 
Sacrament of Baptism, and then this new 
and spiritual life is to be supported by that 
food of the soul which is offered us in the Sa- 
crament of the Lord's Supper. 

Still St. Paul says, " Let a man examine 
himself and so let him eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup." 

Unworthy to come we all are, and we hum- 
bly confess it, but this is a very diiFerent thing 
from coming unworthily. 

The Lord Himself invites us, and all will be 
welcome, who come in repentance, faith, and 
charity. 
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Pray then to Hiin who searcheth the heart, 
to enable you to examine yourself honestly and 
thoroughly. 

Do you sincerely detest your past sins, and 
are you heartily sorry for having offended God 
by them ? 

Are you heartily resolved by God's grace to 
lead a Christian life from henceforth ; making 
God's law the rule of all you do, or say, or 
think ? 

Do you firmly believe that, as the blood of the 
Paschal lamb, sprinkled on their doors, saved 
the Israelites from the destroying angel ; so 
the Blood of Jesus, sprinkled on your heart, 
will save you from death eternal ? 

Are you thankful that Jesus Christ died for 
you, even when you were an enemy, to redeem 
your soul from hell, and to restore you to God's 
favour ? 

Will you try to shew your gratitude in your 
life? 

Are you in love and charity with all men, 
bearing no grudge nor any malice to any per- 
son whatsoever? 

Are you ready to ask pardon of any one 
whom you have offended ? 
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Do you forgive and pray for those who have 
ofifended you ? 

Will you, according to your ability, shew 
your love to Jesus by ministering to His poor 
members ? 

If these are the sincere resolves and desires 
of your heart, as a minister of Jesus Christ I 
bid you draw near with faith, and take this 
holy Sacrament to your comfort *.

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SECTION XV. 

THE COMMUNION OP THE SICK. 

T Forasmuch as all mortal men he Subject to many 
sudden perils, diseases, and sicknesses, and ever 
uncertain what time they shall depart out of thi9 
life ; therefore, to the intent they may he always in 
a readiness to die, whensoever it shall please Almighty 
God to call them, the Curates shall diligently from 
time to time {hut especially in the time of pestilence, 
or other infectious sickness) exhort their Parish^ 
toners to the often receiving of the holy Communion 
of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Christ, when 
it shall lepuhlichly administered in the Church ; that 
so doing, they may, in case of sudden visitation, have 
the less cause to he disquieted for lack of the same. But 
if the sick person he not able to come to the Churchy 
and yet is desirous to receive the Cjmmunion in hit 
house ; then he must give timely notice to the Curate, 
signifying also how many there are to communicate 
with him, {which shall he three, or two at the least,) 
and having a convenient place in the sick man^s house^ 
with all things necessary so prepared, that the Curate 
may reverently minister, he shall there celebrate the 
holy Communion, beginning ujith the Collect, Epistle, 
and Gospel, here following. 
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The Collect. 

ALMIGHTY, everliving God, Maker of 
-^ mankind, who dost correct those whom 
Thou dost love, and chastise every one whom 
Thou dost receive ; We beseech Thee to have 
mercy upon this Thy servant visited with 
Thine hand, and to grant that he may taka 
his sickness patiently, and recover his bodily 
health, (if it be Thy gracious will) ; and when- 
soever his soul shall depart from the body, it 
may be without spot presented unto Thee;

HOLINESS. 



Two things are necessary to onr salvation : 
pardon of our sins, without which we shall be 
condemned ; and holiness, " without which no 
man shall see the Lord." 

Pardon is to be obtained only through the 
merits of Jesns Christ, upon our turning to 
God with hearty repentance and true faith. 

Holiness is the work of the Spirit of God 
in our hearts. 

In our Baptism we are bom again of water 
and of the Spirit, and therefore He is called in 
the Nicene Creed "the Giver of life;'* and 
by St. Paul, " the Spirit of life." 

In Confirmation we receive increased grace 
and strength from the Holy Ghost, the Com- 
forter. 

In the Holy Communion still greater mea- 
sures of the Holy Spirit are given us for our 
sanctification, it being His olBSce to take of the 
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things that are Christ's and to apply them to 
our souls. 

If you have lately received your Saviour 
into your heart in that holy feast, see that you 
do not forfeit so great a blessing by allowing 
any evil to get the mastery over you, but 
strive to retain His gracious presence within 
you to your life's end. 

The Holy Spirit also condescends to take up 
His abode within us, and therefore our bodies 
are called His Temples. 

And this makes it so awful a thing to have 
polluted our bodies by sin, for " If any man 
defile the temple of God, him shall God de- 
stroy." 

But, on the other hand, what comfort and 
support does the in-dwelling of the Holy 
Spirit give us in our struggle with Satan, — for 
"greater is He that is in you than He that 
is in the world.'* 

The Holy Spirit pleads with us from our 
earliest years, and if we do not resist, and 
ffrieve Him, and quench His blessed influence 
in our hearts. He will aid us to root out all 
sinful desires and wicked thoughts ; and will 
implant in their stead His blessed fruits, " love, 
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joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance." 

Perhaps this sickness may be the last time 
of His pleading with you, for God has said, 
" My Spirit shall not always strive with man." 

Listen then now, while it is called to-day, to 
His still small voice within you. 

Jesus Christ came not only to die for you, 
but also to be your pattern of holiness, and 
you must strive, by the aid of the Holy Spirit, 
so to follow His steps, that you may be, in 
your degree, holy even as He is holy. 

Follow also the blessed saints in their heaven- 
ward path. They were men of like passions 
with us, yet they became holy, by never count- 
ing themselves to have attained, but still press- 
ing on towards Christian perfection. 

Lay the foundation of holiness deeply in 
repentance and faith, or it will never stand 
against the storms of temptation. 

Aim to do all things not to please other 
men, nor to please yourself, but simply and 
purely to please God, and in humble imitation 
of Jesus Christ. 

Pray that in all things His will may be your 
will, His pleasure your pleasure. 
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Strive especially, by the aid of the Holy 
Spirit, to root out your besetting sin, whatever 
it mav be. 

Holiness consists in our being renewed in 
the spirit of our mind, and conformed to the 
image of Jesus Christ. 

It will only be perfected in heaven, but 
we must daily advance towards it here ; and 
much may be done, by the grace of God, even 
on a sick-bed. 

Weak as we are, we may rely on Christ's 
sure word of promise, " Blessed are they that 
do hunger arid thirst after righteousness, for 
they shall be filled.'*

THE APPROACH OP DEATH. 

If you feel your strength decaying, and this 
world fading away, think first of all whether 
you have left undone anything necessary to 
make your peace with God.

The body shall return for a time to the dust 
of which it was first made ; but the spirit shall 
return unto God, our Creator, Regenerator, 
and Sanctifier. 

And at the last day the Lord will change 
our vile bodies also, and fashion them like 
unto His glorious Body. 

And God will wipe away tears from off all 
faces, and there shall be no more sorrow, nor 
crying, nor pain, but death shall be swallowed 
up in victory. 

Thanks, therefore, be to God, who giveth us 
this victory over death, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.

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SECTION XIX. 

CONSOLATION. 

Dearly beloved, while I deeply sympathise 
in your affliction, suffer me, as a minister of 
Jesus Christ, to offer you a few words of ex- 
hortation and comfort. 

The Gospel does not forbid our natural sor- 
row and mourning for the departed, but it 
would have us mourn as Christians. 

Jesus Himself wept at the tomb of Lazarus, 
and we may sorrow unblamed for the loss of 
our friends, if we sorrow not as those that have 
no hope. 

You must take care that, in your sorrow, 
there be no mixture of murmuring against the 
holy will of God. 

Your trial is hard to bear, yet be comforted, 
for it comes from your heavenly Father's hand, 
and " He doth not afflict wilUngly, nor grieve 
the chUdren of men." 

Try to say with your Saviour, " The cup 
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which my Father hath given me, shall I not 
drink it ?" 

Eemember that, as it was the Lord who 
gave, so it is the Lord who hath taken away, 
and learn to say with holy Job, "Blessed be 
the Name of the Lord." 

Remember, too, that you will go to him^ 
but he will not return to you ; and let your 
loss teach you to prepare at once for your own 
end, that you may die the death of the right- 
eous, and your last end may be like his. 

To make our peace with God is a great and 
difficult work, and one which cannot well be 
begun, continued, and finished amidst the 
pains and distractions of a death- bed ; though 
men too often leave themselves no other time ; 
and yet who can tell that his soul will not be 
required of him suddenly ? 

" Therefore be ye also ready ; for in such 
an hour as ye think not, the Son of Man 
cometh." 

Jesus said to Martha, " Thy brother shall 
rise again." This is our comfort; the hope 
of a glorious resurrection. 

If we have a comfortable hope respecting 
our brother^ our sorrow should be mixed with 
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joy ; we should be, though " sorrowful, yet 
dway rejoicing." 

^'If ye loved Me," said our Lord, "ye 
would rejoice because I said, I go to the 
Father." And when He was taken from them, 
" they returned to Jerusalem with great joy." 

It was a voice from heaven which St. John 
heard saying, " Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord." 

Could you wish to recall one who is at rest, 
having died with a hope full of immortality ? 
Here we are careful and troubled about many 
things ; but he has obtained with Mary the 
better part. Could you wish to take it from 
him? 

Ought we not gladly to say Amen to the 
prayer of our Lord, — " Father, I will that they 
whom Thou hast given Me be with Me where 
I am, that they may behold My glory ?*' 

Shall we complain at having one friend less 
here on earth, if we have one more in the pre- 
sence of God? Such a friend is "not lost, 
but gone before." 

Yet since human consolation is but weak, 
let me pray with St. Paul, that " Our Lord 
Jesus Christ Himself, and God, even our 
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Father, which hath loved us, and hath given us 
everlasting consolation and good hope through 
grace, may comfort your hearts, and stablish 
you in every good word and work."

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SECTION XX. 

RECOVERY. 

Dearly beloved, since God has been pleased 
to restore you so far, and to give you a good 
hope of entire recovery, let me remind you 
that the first-fruits of your renewed health 
should be offered to Him. 

And though you should at once return 
thanks to God for His great mercy, do not 
forget that it will be your duty also to hasten, 
as soon as possible, to God's own house, and 
to thank Him for His loving-kindness in the 
midst of the congregation. 

We are all members one of another, being 
all united in the Church to Christ our Head ; 
a.nd as when one member suffers, all the 
members suffer with it ; so when one member 
rejoices, all the members rejoice with it. Those 
who prayed for you in sickness will gladly 
give thanks for your recovery. 

Our highest act of worship and thanksgiving 
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is the Holy Communion of Christ's Body and 
Blood, which is therefore called the Eucharist. 
This, then, which is the duty of every Chris- 
tian, is especially your duty. 

When the ten lepers were suffering from 
their loathsome disease, they were ready to 
fly to Christ. Were you not also glad to be- 
take yourself to Him in earnest prayer, when 
suffering from pain and sickness, and perhaps 
in danger of death ? 

Yet when healed, one only of the ten re- 
turned to give glory to God; one only was 
grateful. And so it is too often now. 

Too often the thought of God, and the 
thankfulness due to Him, fades and vanishes 
away with the pain. God forbid it should be 
so with you ! 

If it had pleased Him that your sickness 
had been unto death, were you living so holy 
a life ; were you so full of faith, and hope, and 
love to God, and to all men ; so earnest in your 
repentance, so humble-minded, so pure, so full 
of prayer, so abounding in all the blessed fruits 
of the Spirit, that you were quite ready to meet 
your Saviour and your Judge ? 

Well, then, the Lord, who is long-suffering 
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to US-ward, and not willing that any should 
perish, has brought you back from the brink 
of the grave. Will you not try to lead a 
new life, walking from henceforth in His holy 
ways? 

This is true love and thankfulness, and thus, 
like the grateful leper, you will secure the 
blessing of Jesus. 

Remember your holy thoughts and good 
resolutions, made in the time of your sickness, 
and strive to put them in practice. 

Do not be satisfied with general purposes of 
amendment, but set to work at once, by the 
assistance of the Holy Spirit, to overcome and 
root out your besetting sins, whatever they be. 

If you become careless, your love of sin will 
return; God will be provoked, and will with- 
draw His grace, and the latter end will be 
worse with you than the beginning. 

If the evil spirit is now cast out, let him not 
return again with seven worse spirits than 
himself. 

Because of this danger, Jesus warned the 
man whom He had healed, saying, " Behold 
thou art made whole ; sin no more, lest a worse 
thing happen unto thee." 
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Turn then to God at once ; consecrate your- 
self to Him ; live always as in His presence ; 
constantly frequent God's House, and the 
Holy Communion ; meditate upon death and 
judgment, heaven and hell ; and strive so to 
pass your remaining days in His faith, fear, 
and love, that when your Lord shall return 
and knock, you may be ready to open to Him 
immediately.
